To perpetuate which we might 
here produce ſeveral Letters which he 
wrote with his own Hands, and others 
likewiſe which were wrote to him by ſeve- 
ral Perſons, and even by ſome of his Ro- 
man Catholick Friends, to which he hath 
anſwer'd; only that to do this would require 
a Volume: It ſhall therefore ſuffice to give 


ſome brief Idea of his Sufferings, and of the 
invincible Firmneſs of his Faith during ſo 


ſharp and tedious a Tryal; and the Names 
of the Perfons concern'd ſhall be ſuppreſs'd 
and conceal'd, that they may not be expos'd 
to Reſentment. 
Mionſieur Louis de Marolles was born a- 
bout the Year 1629. as appears by one of his 
Letters a little before his Death, which hap- 
pen'd in the Year 1692. ſpeaking, That he 
had almoſt accompliſpd 63 Tears. He was Born 
at Champagne, of an ancient Family, very 
noted for their Skill in the Law. He dwelt 
at St. Menehoalt, where he exercis'd the Of- 
fice of the King's Counſellor, and Receiver 
of Conſignments, his Religion making him 
incapable of any other Poſt. His eldeſt Bro- 
ther was ſlain by a Cannon-Ball, which broke 
his Leg, at the taking Sr. Menehoult by the 
King; And he went thither by Ordets of the 
Court, to direct where to apply the Bat- 
teries for the attack of the weakeſt part of 
the Place. He was brought back to Cha/ors, 
Where the King ſent him his Rr 
Wer. . 
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of Louis de Marolles. 1 ? 
who having Cut off his Thigh four Fingers 
too low, they were forced to begin the O- 
peration-a-new, in which he dy'*d.

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III. Our Lois de Merolles was lov'd and 
eſteemid by all thoſe that knew him, be- 


| cauſe he Was of a ſweet and eaſy Temper, 


and of a pleaſant and agreeable Converſation. - 
He was eadu'd with a perfect good Judg- 
ment, inſomuch that upon the firſt mention 
of the new Philoſophy of Gaſſendi and De- 


ſcartes, founded upon Experience, he apply'd 


himſelf. to ſtudy them, and did of himſelf 
make a great Progreſs and Proficiency there- 
in. I have ſeen ſome Remarks and Obſer- 
vations. which he made upon the Vacuum 
with Quils full of Quickſilver, in which 
there appear'd as much Juſtice in his Rea- 
ſonings, as Exactneſs and Accuracy in his 


. Obſervations. He apply'd his Experience to 


the Study alſo of Phylick, as far as Philoſo- 


wn his own natural Senſe and Under- 


anding could enable his Mind to find out 
ſome Medicines proper to heal the Sick : 
And his Children have ſeveral Receits writ- 
ten with his own Hand. Having learn'd 
of Monſieur Claude de Marolles of Vitry in 
France, his Relation, the Grounds and Fun- 


damentals of Ager; Thoſe two Friends did 


advance fo far in this Science, that they 
were both of them the prime Artifts of 


their Age. They held a Correſpondence, by 


Letters, 
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12 be Sufferings and Martyrdum 

Letters, with all thoſe who were Excellent 
in this Science, eſpecially with P. de Bilh, a 
Learned Jeſuir, who hath preſented the Pub- 
lick with Diophantes Redivivus. There is 
in Manuſcript a Treatiſe of Algebra, com- 
pos'd by our Louis de Marolles, with the 
Solution of a great number of very diffi- 
cult and curious Problems. As he was en- 


du'd with a clear and perſpicacious Spirit, 


he deliver'd and explain'd himſelf after fo 
plain and intelligible a manner, that one 
might eaſily apprehend the meaning of what 
he ſaid. Thoſe alſo who deſir'd to profit by 
his Converſation, became in a ſhort time 
Skilful- in 'this Science; as, among others, 
a certain honeſt Man who liv'd with the 


Duke of Main, and who faithfully. main- 


tain'd that Friendſhip with him which he 
ow'd him; having done all that in him 


lay to procure him ſome Eaſe and Refreſn- 


ment. One may ſay, that if Monſieur de 
Marolles had loved the World, he would 
have appear'd among the Learned with 
Pomp and Diſtinction. he 


IV. But he was contented to lead a quiet 
and obſcure Life in the place of his Nativity, 
amongſt his Relations, who are the moſt 
noted Perſons in St. Menehoult, and made it 
his chief Buſineſs and Occupation to inſtruct 


himſelf in Religion, and to grow and ad- 


vance in Piety. This Vertue was in him a 
truly 
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truly Chriſtian Grace, founded upon the

Knowledge, and upon a lively Perſuaſion of 
the Truth, and of his Duty. It was not 
the effect of a phlegmatick and melancho- 


lick Temper, which ſometimes puts on the 


Appearance of Piety, the better to Judge and 


Cenſure all Mankind. Never was any Man 


more agreeable and pleaſant in every thing 
wherein Piety was not concern'd. He made 
uſe of Muſick for his Recreation, and ſome- 
times of Hunting, to preſerve his Health by 


that Exerciſe. In a word, he was eſteem'd 


by all the World, and affectionately lov'd 
by his Friends; always of a ſmooth and equal 
'emper, always ſhewing an honeſt and be- 
coming Gravity, without being crabbed and 
troubleſome ; always of a light and chear- 
ful humour ſupported by the Beauty and 
good Diſpoſition of his Mind, having a 
Heart ſatisfied and contented with his Con- 

dition. i . = 
The Paſtour of his Church, a Man of great 
Merit, and ſtrict Probity, his Intimate Friend, 
and one in whom he placed his moſt entire 
Confidence, doth thus ſpeak of him in one 
of his Letters. Monſieur de Marolles was 
« of a very happy Conſtitution: His Tem- 
« per was free from Vapours of Melancho- 
“ ly, and did not carry him into any op- 
&« polite or contrary Paſſion : He was en- 
„ dued with a ſolid Spirit, capable of vaſt 
Application, with an exact Judgment and 
diſcerning 
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« diſcerning Quality: He never fill'd his 
« mind with vain Cares and Solicitudes, 
ce but maintain'd a great Steadineſs and Con- 
„ ftancy in Misfortunes : This was not a 
« bare natural Diſpoſition in him, but he 
“ had Strengthen'd it by Study, Meditation 
«© and Piety : He had a good Heart, and 


<«. a firm Reſolution never to be wanting in 


« any of his Duties: All this gave him a 
« fund of Peace and Tranquillity, ſo that 
© he was ſcarce ever ſeen to be in the leaſt 
% Paſſion : He knew how to be ſeaſonably 
„ Serious, and merry in Converſation, and 
„ render'd himſelf ſo Pleaſant and Agreea- 
„ ble in Society, that I have ſeen but few 
&«. People like him. He had attain*d a ſuM- 
“ cient Light and Knowledge in the Hiſtory 
te of the Churh, ſo as very much to ground 
* and confirm him againſt the Romiſb Reli- 
e pion : He perfected and compleated his 
« Knowledge by diligently Reading the Di- 
4 ſputes berwixt Mr. Claudius and Mr. Ar- 
« naud upon the Euchariſt, and Mr. Larroque's 
« Hiſtory of the Euchariſt; And he like- 
« wiſe read the other Books of the Time, 
„ hen they fell into his Hands. After the 
« Reading of the Holy Scriptures, and ſome 
„ Other Books which he made uſe of to feed 
and nouriſh his Devotion, he employ'd 
ce his Time in the Study of the Mathema- 
&« ticks, and particularly of Algebra, and re- 
created himſelf with Muſick. You mr 

that 
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e that he had a great deſire to bring up his 
« Family well; One of his chief Maxims 
« with Relation to that, being, that it is 
« neceſſary to reſtrain Children from Tri- 
« fles, in order to render them of a juſt 
« Mind, and never to fill them with vain 
«© Fears nor vain Hopes. The Cares and 
« DiſtraQtions which follow'd upon his Mar- 


“ riage did ſometimes create him ſome Cares 


« and Uneaſineſs; but he contented himſelf 
„ therewith out of a Principle of Duty. 
When the Affairs of Religion began to 
he taken in hand, he did often declare to 
e me that he fear'd nothing ſo much as to 
© ſee his Wife and Children ſuffer, and that 
« if he could find the means to ſend. them 
“ out of the Kingdom, he was in no fear 
“ for himſelf. In all our Affairs he main- 
« tain'd a free Spirit, and I never ſaw him 
« embarraſſed but once in a nice and criti- 
cal ConjunQture. He during all that time 
“ did afford me more Succour, and Con- 


ſolation than I am able to Expreſs ; and 


* I do believe that I did often Contribute 
* to Strengthen and Confirm him in his 
« good Reſolutions, which doth afford me 
« at preſent a true Joy and Comfort. He 
© remain'd a long time unreſolv'd in his 
“ Choice of a retreat into Foreign Countries; 
« I was at firſt in a mind to go into Swit- 
« zerland, and I had propoſed to M. the 
late Count 4E — to {ell his Land, and 
Purchaſe

« Purchaſe others there, to which he was 
« well enough inclin'd : I endeavour'd to 
« Engage Monſieur de Marolles to take the 
* ſame Courſe and not to ſeparate. He did 
© teſtifie ſome Inclination thereto for fome 
« time, but in a Journey which we made 
together to Yitry; M. the Doctor le T—— 
4 perſuaded him to go with M. Beck as be- 
« ing a Man able to make a good ſhift, 
« and one who could find out the means to 
„ procure a gcod Settlement any where; 
And ſince that time he wholly laid aſide 
„ kis Thoughts of Travelling into thoſe 
© parts, and we each of us took different 
„ Meaſures. A little while after the Exer- 
« ciſe of Religion was taken away from us; 
And at length they Expell'd me from Ep.-- 
« Monſieur de Marolles came to me to Newv.-+ 
« and the day following to Helm. where 
« we had our laſt Converſation together, 
© which was very tender and affecting. 

V. In order to comprehend the Reaſon 
Which drew Monſieur de Marolles into Ger- 
nam, you muſt know that ſome Proteſt- 
ants going from Champagne to Lorrain, bor- 
dering. upon the Dutchy of Deax Ponts, the

. Alſatia had been prevaiPd upon by Monſieur 
the Intendant of Gon pellier to ſettle them- 
ſelves in that Country, aſſuring them with 
an Oath, that no Perfon ſhould be mole-

He obſerves that in ano- 
ther Viſit this ſame Prieſt engag'd him in 
a Diſpute, about the pretended Schiſa, with 
which they charge and reproach us, telling 
him that we mult rather ſuffer and endure 
all than give ſuch a ſcandal to the Church. 
He anſwer'd that ſo ſoon as we find our

the Irons upon my Hands, put me into a

Ls Tournelle was a Palace in Henry the Se- 
cond's time, but now they ſend the Perſons 
thither who are Condemned to the Gallies, 
untill the departure of the Chain. F

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g XII. Thus is our Martyr enter'd upon one 


of the Firſt Theatres in the World, where 


he maintain'd the Profeſſion of his Faith in 
Oppoſition to the Threats, and Promiſes of 

the World witty Courage and Mildneſs, and 
to the Edification of all good Perſons. 80 
foon as he was arriv'd at Lz Tournelle, and 
loaded with Chains, having ſome ſpare Mo- 
ments to Write to his Family and his Friends, 


he employ'd thoſe Moments in Comforting 
Ong them, by giving them an Ac- 
t 


count of the State of his Soul, and the Tran- 
quility of his Heart, putting his Truſt in God, 


and counting himſelf Happy in that he ſuf- 


fer'd for the Glory of his Name, and of his 
Truth. We have all his Letters Written 
with his own Hand, which I ſhall not give 
to the Publick, becauſe it would require a 
Volume to contain them; It being my deſigu 
only to give the Hiſtory of his Sufferings , 
which are Undeniable Proofs of the moſt 
Notable Effects which Hope, Piety, and the 
Grace of God can produce in a Soul, 
He ſays in one of his Letters, Dated from 
La Toarnelle the 6th of May 1686. I was 
put into a dark Dungeon in the Conciergery 
* where I have. been Buried for theſe Six 
* Months. On the Morning of my Arrival, 
I was twice brought before the Procurator 
General in a Chamber of the Copctergery, and 
I returned ſuch Anſwers to the Queſtions 
3 _ © which 
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36 The 'Sufferings and Martyrdom 
"© which he put to me, as Jeſus Chriſt inſpir'd 
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me with according to his Promiſe. - He 


made me another. Viſit, and gave me this 
Teſtimony, that it was Admirable to ſee 
me do that for Errour, which none of them 


perhaps would do for the. Truth. A little 


while aſter the Chief Preſident had me 
brought out of the Dungeon, with the grea- 


teſt Honour in the. World: When I was 


come to the Chamber where he waited for 
me, he caus'd all his Attendance, conſiſting 
of Six or Seven Perlons of Merit, to go out, 
and Honour'd we with à private Confe- 
rence for the Space of two Hours. He ex- 
preſs'd towards me much Goodneſs, and 
deſire to ſerve me, and fo ſoon as he was 
gone out he betook himſelf to his Company 
again, and ſaid (as I was inform'd by one 
of my Friends who was Preſent,) I come 
from diſcourſing with a good Man. Theſe 


are only Words, but yer they afford ſome 
Comfort I did likewiſe Receive ſeveral 
Marks of the Favour, and Goodneſs of the 


Preſident of the Court of Juſtice where [ 


was Condemned. He talk'd with me at 


the Door-of the Dungeon, and after ſome 
Diſcourſe he told me that it was with great 


Grief and Sorrow. that he ſaw me there; 


that he wiſh'd that I might be ſeiz d with 
ſome light Sickneſs, to have an Occaſion to 


take ine out from thence, and to put me into 
the Infirmary; that whenever I deſir'd to 


© Speak 
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_ © Speak with him 1 needed but to tell the 


© Tailor, who' ſhould acquaint him with it, 
© and he would not fail ro come to the Con- 
6 ciergery to ſee me. A theſe Gentle Methods 
6 had their End andView, but they were I thank 
© God Unſucceſsful. God having put it into 


my Heart to continue faithful to him even 


© unto Death if need Required. 
In another Letter dated from La Tourne/le 
the 2d of Jaty, he informs us of a Combat in 
which te had yielded up .againſt his own 
Heart and Mind. He confeſſes that being in 
the Priſons of Chalons, the Tears of a Wife, 
© anda Family, which are dear to me, faith 
© he, and which were not able to move me 
© at Strasburg, join'd to thoſe of two Bro- 
© thers-in-law, who came to ſee me at CH- 
© lons, induc'd me to — certain Propoſals 
© which were made me, by two of the moſt 
© Eminent and Conſiderable Perſons of the 
© Province. I have been inform'd that thoſe 
Propoſals were to deſire his Liberty, in order 
to inſtru himſelf more fully, in the Coutro- 
verſics which occaſion our Separation from 
the Church of Rome, * Buta fews Days aſ- 
ter God having given me to underſtand my 


Fault, and having afforded me an Oppor- 


* tuniry of repairing it, I embrac'd it with 
* Joy, Fervency and Tears; and that Father 
© of Mercies who knows how to produce 
Light out of Darkneſs, made uſe of my In- 
* firmities thereby to give me that Strength, 
45 D 3 . 
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and Steadfaſtneſs which I. have ſince had. 
This gives me.reaſon to hope, that he will 
continue this Favour to me unto the end, 
and that he will always Proportion his 
Gifts, and Graces to the Tryals to which it 
ſhall pleafe him to Expoſe Me. For the 
former miſſing of their end, they did at 
length make me new Offers, which affected 
me yet leſs than the former, and I rejected 


them all without deliberating upon them ; 
at which they were ſo enrag'd that I was 
next Day put into a Dungeon, where I lay. 


Thirtcen Days before my Condemnation. 
This paſſed at Chalons. Being in the Conci- 


ergery at Paris, one of my Friends, Tutor 


to the Children of thę King and Madam 
Monteſpan , came with his Majeſty's Per- 
miſſion to ſee me. He propos d to me to 


go for Eight or Ten Months, to the Biſhop 


of Meauæ, to get my ſelf Inſtructed (this is 
their way of Speaking,) I return'd him 
Thanks, and afſur'd him that it was not in 


the Power of time tochange my Light and 


Knowledge, and that I was perſwaded that 
the Biſhop of Meaux, could not ſatisſie me 
more than the other Biſhops which I had 
already ſeen. 


| XIII. We muſt not paſs over without Ani- 
madverſion,this Uprightneſs of Soul, this Nice - 


nels of Conſcience in our Martyr, Notwith- 
ſtanding that his Conſcience might have Solli- 
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cired him by his preſent Milefits, and by the 
Fear of future Calamities, b #- - Af- 
fection which he bore to bs Fife and Fa- 
mily; Notwithſtanding this, I ay, he rejects 
and Silences all whatſoever the Love of the 
World, and of this Life, whatſoever the Bonds 
of Fleſh and Blood could repreſent unto him 
to ſuppreſs his Fidelity, and tarniſh the Lu- 
fire and Glory of his Sufferings and Confeſ- 
fion- They proffer him from the King his 
Liberty for Eight or Ten Months, dufing 
which time he might hope not only to go out 
of his Dungeon, but alſo expect ſome happy 
Change, or ſome Favourable Opportunity 
to eſcape the Chain, and the Gallies ro which 
he was Condemiv'd for ever. How would 
a Heart leſs filPd with the Love of God, and 
/ the 1 of its Duty in all its Extent, 
have invented ſpecious Pretences, and Cap- 
tious Arguments to free it ſelf from ſuck 
Dreadful Miſeries. But our Martyr having 
regard to nothing but his Duty, oppoſes the 
very firſt Aſſault of the Temptation, and 
Tramples it under his Feet. 
It muſt not be imagin'd, that this Invin- 
cible Conſtancy is in any manner the Effect 4 
of Stubbornneſs and Obitinacy. The Jeſuits 'H 
of Strasbourg, and the Eecleſiaſticks of Chalong 
are convinc'd that the Faith of our Martyr, 
was accompany'd with Light and Know- 
ledge. This great Man knew how to Di- 
Ringuiſh between the Reaſons, which may 
. N 
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en Ae us to ſeek ſome new Inſtruction, 
and. thoſe ſecret Motives of the Heart which 
are not to be hearkened; unto. When there 
do ariſe of themſelves Reaſons for ſome 
doubts and ſcruples about the Faith, then a 
Man is neceſſarily, and indiſpenſibly oblig'd 
to get himſelf Inſtructed and Inform'd. In 
ſuch a Caſe this care and pains is a Debt 
which a Man owes. to himſelf: And Negli- 

| 5 therein can proceed from nothing elſe, 
ut either an Unreaſonable Stubbornneſs, or 

A Criminal Indifferency. A Man mult like- 
wiſe enquire into the Religion of his Neigh- 

- bours, and his Country-men, either to reap 
Advantage from their Light and Knowledge, 
or to Communicate and impart ours to them, 
and help forward their Salvation as much as 
poſſibly we can. But when one enjoys a ful! 
and entire perfuaſion of his Faith, eſpecially 
by its Oppoſition to a Doctrine whoſe falle 
Foundations one knows, and that the Mo- 
tive which puts us upon ſeeking Inſtruction 
proceeds only from a Heart deſirous to free 

it ſelf from thoſe Afflictions which are occa- 
ſion'd by its Religion, then this Secret Mo- 
tive whereof a Man is Convicted within him- 
ſelf, cannot doubtleſs be acceptable, to God, 

nor procure his Bieffing: - This is a Crime, 
this is to tempt God, 13 it is to put a 
ſecret Cheat upon ones ſelf, and to call in 
queſtion a known Truth. Beſides as things 
ſtood in France, to talk of getting ones ſelf 
5 | 6 2 Inſt racted, 
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 Tafratted, hs tacitly to cogage one f to 


renounce one's Religion. Mr. de Marolles knew 


this very well, which made him reje& all 
S thoſe Offers, without beſtowing a Moments 


Deliberation upon them. They likewiſe 
made him the ſame Propoſals, juſt when he 
was ready to depart for the Gallies. We fol- 


low the Order and Courſe of Time, and 


therefore when we come to ſpeak of that we 
ſhall hear his Anſwer. Put is it not much 


to be wonder'd at, that the Biſhop of Meaux, 


would not venture himſelf with this Illu- 
ſtrious Priſoner to Inſtruct him, either whilſt 
he was in the Canciergery, or at La Tournelle ? 
Were not they as convenient Places to apply 
himſelf to the Converſion of Mr. de Marolles 
in, as Meaux or Gormilly the Country- houſe 
of that Prelate? What Reaſon could hinder 


him from Exerciſing his Charity in thoſe 


Places of Miſery and Affliction? This is ea- 
fily known, that Biſhop would run no ha- 


zard. He thought it concern'd his Reputa- 


tion, not to enter the Liſt with this. Learn- 


ed Perſon, without being firſt aſſured of the 
Victory, as if the Inſtruction which we 
. owe to our Neighbours was like a The- 


atrical Combat, wherein all the Spectators 
ſhould know-the Party that was to be van- 
quiſh'd. This brings to my Mind the ſay- 


ing of à certain Miniſter to a Courtier, be- 


ing at Fountain-bleau, at the time of the Re- 
yocation of the Edict of Nants. This Cour- 
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tier would needs engage him to take a Din. 
ner with him, to enter into Converſation 
with the Biſhop of Meaux, and Father I. 
Chaize, The Miniſters anſwer to his Im. 
portunities was that he might do what he 
. pleas'd:But he let him know that it was his Hu- 
mour to anſwer with Civility and Aſſurance 
to their' Arguments ; that therefore he muſt 
conſider what he deſign'd to do, adding with 
a ſmile, that he believed it was not the Hu- 
mour and Inclination of thoſe Gentlemen to 
follow the Chaſe, in the plain and open . 
Field, they would be for having the Beaſt . I 
ſhut up in a Park, that they might be ſur: t. 
of the Prize. | „ 

XIV. Let us return to the Hiſtory of 70 
our Martyr. After having languiſh'd two, £ 
Months in a Dungeon, he was brought be- 
fore the Court on Saturday the 11th of My 
1686, We are inform'd of what paſſed 
there by a Letter which he wrote to his 
Siſter-1n-Law dated from La Toarnelle, the 
17th of May. © I have been two full Months 
* with Seven miſerable Wretches condemn'd 
either to the Gallies, or to be hang'd and 
* broken alive upon the Wheel, in a Dun- 
* geon ſo dark, that I could not well dif- 
* cern their Faces. They. have all been 
* troubled with Rheums and Fluxes which 
© God hath preſerv'd me from, altho' I am 
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a contrary to my ExpeQtation, for I 
: — that they would let me rot there, 
and brought to the Criminal Court to be 
* judged. Mr. the Preſident of the Houſe, 
© who was at the head of my Judges, or- 
* der'd me to fit down upon the Priſoners 
Stool, and took my Oath” to ſpeak the 
Truth. I anſwer'd to all whatſoever he 
* deſn*d to know of me, after which he 
* made me an Exhortation, and bid me think 
* ſeriouſly with my ſelf, that it was not 
they that ſhould judge me, and that the 

* Declaration of the King did expreſly men- 
* tion my Condemnation. I return'd him 
thanks for his Goodneſs which he expreſs'd 
eto me, and told him that I was ia no 
o © great Trouble to deliberate; that my Re- 
„ © ſolution was fixt long ago, and that I re- 
» Ml © fignd my ſelf to the Court, and was ready 
1 © to ſuffer the Penalties ro which they ſhould 
ic MW © think fit to condemn me; That how great

and ſevere ſoever they may be, they would 

© be leſs uneaſy to me, than to act againſt - 

* the Lights of my Conſcience, and live like 

* a Hypocrite. They order'd me thereupon 

. [to withdraw, and I was convey'd back 
„to my Dungeon. I expected to be con- 
n ducted in the Afternoon to La Tournelle, 
but they deferr'd my Judgment till Tueſ- 
n 49 following the 14th of My, and three 
c or four Hours after they came to carry me 
way; they put the Manacles upon wy 2 
ai ö Hands 
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Hands, and fo conducted me in a "Coach 


© to La Tournelle. It is not known for what 
reaſon they delay d contrary to what is uſual, 
to pronounce the Sentence of Mr. 4e. Marol. 
les. It is probable that the Court deſign'd 
to inform the King of the Conſtant Reſo- 
lution of our Martyr, and make ſome new 
attempts in his Favour. Indeed I find in a 
Letter of Recommendation written from Pa. 
ris to Mr. de Courſelles Governour of Toulon, 
in favour of Mr. de Marolles, that his Sen- 
tence of Condemnation to the Gallies had 
been conficm'd at the Parliament of Paris, 
but after ſuch a manner, as had procur'd 
Pain and Trouble to all the Judges; that 
the Chief Preſident and Procurator General, 
did intend to repreſent to the King all the 
Circumſtances of the Effair, and the Merit 
of the Perſon: But as the Declarations were 
Formal, the King would make no Excep- 
tion. If the truth of the Matter was known, 
perhaps one might find the Clergy haſtning 
his Condemaation, whilſt an Aug Parli- 
ament deſer'd it in order to ſollicit his Par- 
don. So true it is that the Genius and Diſpo- 


ſition of the Roman Catholick Religion in 
its moſt truſty Miniſters, is a barharous, and 
unmerciful Genius, which breaths forth no- 
thing bur Blood and Violence, always con- 
trary to Chriſtian Charity and Moderation. 
Bur be that as it will he was at length ſen- 
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tencid, and the Sentence of the Frefidial of 


Cbalon Was confirm. 


Let us hear the following part of his Letter. 
© The Governour of Tournelles knowing who 
I was, and being inform'd of my Crime, 
* caus'd me to be treated with as much 
© Gentleneſs as can be expected in that Place. 
© They were contented to put a Fetter up- 
on one Foot. But the next Morning, he 


* came to tell me that he had juſt receivd 


Orders which very much afflicted him, 
* which was that the King had commanded 
* that the Chain ſhould be put upon my 
Neck. I thank'd him for his Goodneſs 
* which he expreſſed to me; and told him 
that I was ready to pay a reſpectful Obe- 
* dience to the Orders of his Majeſty. I laid 
* alide my Hat, they took the Chain from 
© off my Foot, and put me on another about 
* my Neck, which doth not I believe weigh 
© leſs. than 30 Pounds. Thus you ſec, my 
Dear Siſter, the State and Condition which 
* the wiſe Providence of God hath choſen 
and allotted for me, out of a Thouſand o- 
* thers in which he might have plac'd me. 
I expect from his Mercy Strength and 
© Conltancy to ſuffer all for his Glory and 
* my own Salvation. Do not afflict your 
*ſelt at my Condition, my dear Siſter, it 
is more happy than you think for. Weep 
© not for me: Keep your Tears for ſo many 


* miſerable Wretches who live not ſo con-

©. tendedly as I do. Grant me the Aſſiſtance 
© of your Prayers: I aſſure you that I do

before mention d. Thus Sir, (I ſuppoſe he 
wrate to M. Juritu) you have an Abridg. 
© ment of my Mifery, and to ſpeak more 
truly, of my Glory, for I continually give 
* Thanks to God for the Honour, which he 
© doth me in not thinking me unworthy to 
© ſutter for his Name-fake. Let your Prayers 
© accompany mane, to obtain from the Mer- 
cy of God his Succour and Aſſiſtance fo 
© long as it ſhall pleaſe him ro continue my 

y 2 and Afflictions. 9 
Nine Days after that, the Procurator Ge- 
geral went thither, and we are inform'd by a 
Note written with our Martyr's own Hand, 
what paſſed between that famous Magiſtrate 
and himſelf. The 24th of May 1686, the Procu- 
rator General came to viſit thoſe who were condem- 
ned to the Gallies. * He addreſs'd himſelf to me, 
and ſeeing the Chain upon my Neck, he told 
me that it was with Grief, that he ſaw 
© me in. ſo miſerable a Condition, and 
that he did greatly defire to deliver me 
out of it; that I was fo much the more 
worthy of Pity and Compaſſion, becauſe 
it was my Prejudices which plung'd both 
my ſelf and Family into Miſery: I an- 
| * fwer'd 
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* {wer'd him that I ſhould be very much to 
blame if that were fo, but that it was my 
Opinion, that in Caſes which concern our 
Salvation, we muſt deſpiſe and negle& 
© whatſoever relates only «to this Life, and 
© that it was this Thought and Conſidera- 
© tion Which induc'd me to bear my Evils 
with Patience. He reply'd that he was 
© perſwaded that I was right as to my In- 
© tentions, that I had a fincere Zeal for the 
© Glory of God and my one Salvation, but 
« wanted Knowledge; and that he would 
© come again to ſee and talk with me with- 
© in a little time, that there was nothing 
© which he would not either do or give to 
deliver me out of my Miſery. I told 


him that I did with much Thankfulneſs 


and Reſpect, receive the Tokens of his 
© Goodneſs which he was pleas'd to ſhew 
© me, after which he departed. 
Three Days aſter he receiv'd another viſit, 
of which we have likewiſe an account writ- 
ten with his own. Hand;, Monday the 27th 
* of May 1686, between Seven and Eight a 
Clock in the Evening, a Counſellor belong- 
ing to the Court of LA Tournelle, who fat 
© the next to, and on the right Hand of the 
preſident of the Houſe, when I was 
brought into the Court before my Tryal, 
* came to viſit the Priſoners at Le Tournelle. 
And after he was gone out Mr. Le Roi 


Jour head Keeper, took me out of the Place 
where 
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here we are, and brought me into a 
© Chamber which is call'd the Council. 


Chamber, where the Councellor waited 
* for me: I had my Chain about my Neck. 
© He told me with all the-Ingenuity and 
© Candour in the World: All our Aﬀembly 
© Sir, are touch'd with Grief for the Miſe- 
* ry, to which they know you are reduc'd, 
and I come to ſollicit you to deliver your 


© ſelf our of it. We know that you have

the Reader that the Chamber of /a Toarneile, 


js a Chamber or Court belonging to the 
Parliament of Paris, where Criminals are 
tryed, to the End that it may not be con- 
founded with J4 Toarnelle, or rather Jes Tour- 
nelles, whither they ſend the Perſons con- 
demn'd to the Gallies until their departure. 
There is at preſent in that Parliament . 
Tournelle Civil, and Ja Tournelle Criminal. 

Mr. Marolles wrot ſeveral Letters from 14 
Tournelle to his Wife, Children, and Friends. 
He ſent one dated the 16th of Mh to Mon- 
ſieur Jwriew, to which that Paſtor return'd 
an Anſwer the 27th of the fame Month. He 
received an Anſwer from our Martyr the 
24 of July 1686, who affures him that his 
Letters did tend to rhe Conſolation of him- 
felf, and all thoſe ro whom he could com- 
municate them. And after having return'd 
him Thanks for his good Advice he tells 
him. The manner of my Suffering, and 
the good Eye with which God makes me 
regard all my Sufferings, perſwades me 
© that he will give me the Grace to con- 
tinue Faithful unto him, even unto Death. 
* I do not fix my Eyes upon the Condi- 
© tion in Which I am, which Troubles and 
Afflicts thoſe rhat fee it, much more than 
* it does my ſelf. I place them ſolely up-

am certain that the light Afflictions with

He put in Practice what he 
ſo well wrot in an Excellent little Treatiſe 


of his own Hand Writing upon Providence, 


and which he compos'd without doubt in 
the time of his Confinement. This whole

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II proceed to what concerns the Hiſtory of his 
: Snfferings. He ſays, a little lower: That,

I ſpend one 
part of this time in Reading, Meditation 
and Prayer, and I do likewiſe take the Li-

our Miſery. We lie 53 of us in a place,

They renew the 
Charge by propoſing an unlimited time, 
How great and * was that Tempta- 
ton! Our Martyr' is under the Chain, and 
has a proſpeQ of a Dreadful Futurity : He is

80 
ſoon as he was inform'd of it, he

XV. At length the Chain departed from 
Paris, on Saturday the 2eth-of July. Mon- 
ſieur de Marolles had then the Fever. He had 
dreaded his Sorrowful Separation from his 
Wife; and his Wife caſt down, and Sick with 
Afffict ion could not be preſent at this Sor- 
rowful Departure. They had not above the 
breadth of a Key to croſs, to enter into the 
Boat. The Galerians go two by two, car- 
rying a longChain which paſſes through their 
particular Chains in Rings, our Martyr was 
permitted by favour to be in the laſt Rank: 
In thoſe few Steps which he had to take, he 
met his Children, who caſt themſelves upon 
his Neck, and embrac'd Him. It is hard to 
repreſent this Sorrowful Adieu without Grief 
and emotion. One may, eaſily imagine that 
this. famous Galerian, who ſome Months 
ſince made ſo much noiſe in Paris, drew a 
great Concourſe of People; Every one ſeem'd 
roueh'd with his Miſery, and an Ancient Ro- 
man Catholick Merchant breaking through 
the Throng , came and embrac'd, and en- 
courag'd him, offering him his Purſe. This 
Man hath ſince given Glory to God, and re- 
tired with his Family to London, there to 
make profeſſion of the Truth. 

Monſieur de Marolles Wrote from Dijon to 
one of his Friends at Paris; The Letter is da- 
ted the 3zoth of Jah, Ten days after his De- 

parture from La Tournelle. Our Treatment

cannot, he proceeds, give you an exact Ac- 
count of his laſt Hours, nor his laſt Words.

that after having groan'd for ſome time un- 


der_ Irons, he was remov'd to a Dungeon

but very ill there, and that he often labour'd 
under Hunger, not baving enough even of 
Bread and Water, which was his common 
Diet. This great Auſterity made him very 
weak, and flung him into great Vertigoes, ſo 
that he fell down about two Months ſince 
with very Weakneſs, and daſh'd his Head 
againſt the Wall in which he made ſeveral 

ounds. He hath been continually lan- 
guiſhing ever ſince that Moment, and his 
Life hath been nothing elſe but a living 
Death. Thoſe who had the Managerhent of 


him, were inſenſible of all his Pains; except- 


ing that for theſe Six Weeks paſt, they gave 
| _ 
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im a little better, and a little greater quan- 
tttyof Victuals. But his Body was weakned, 
ald his Nature brought ſo low, that it could 
not recover its Strength. This faithful Ser- 
vañrt of the Lord had almoſt loſt his Sight a- 
bout a Month ſince: And altho' I had ſent 
him your laſt Letters, he could neither read 
them nor return any Anſwer. He likewiſe 
return'd me thoſe which I from time to time 
wrote to him. He was forct to be contented 
with hearing by Word of Mouth from me, and 
caus'd me to be told that he Recommended 
1 himſelf to the Prayers of his good Friend, and 
; that he thought of nothing elſe but his De- 
parture- God hath at length diſpos'd of him, 
and he ſhall return to us no more-——He hath 
| gone through the molt cruel Torments which 
Inhumanity in its utmoſt extent could Inflict; 
but yet God hath never ſuffer'd them to make 
a Prize of his Innocence —— I mult tell you 
for your Conſolation, that from the time that 
a they ſaw this dear Martyr begin to grow

| this firm and immoveable Servant of God was 
1 not mov'd by their Viſits.

The fatigne of tugging at the Oar is extraordina- 
ry, they muſt rife to draw their ſtroke, and fall 
back again; laiomoch, that in all Seaſons, throuzh 
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the PIR and violent motion of. their Bodies |

the Sweat tricles donn their harraſſed Limbs; And 


for fear they ſhould fail (as they often do through 
faintneſs) there is a Gangboard (which runs 
through the middle of the Ship) on which are 
poſted three Comites (an Officer ſomewhat like a 
Boarſwain in her Majeſties Ships) who, whenever 
- they find, or think that an Oar does not keep 
| touch with the reſt? without ever examining whe- | 
ther it proceeds from Weakneſs or Lazineſs, they 
vamercifully exerciſe a tough Wand on the Man 
they ſuſpeQ ; Which being long, is often felt by 
two or three of their innocent Neighbours, who 


being naked when they Row, each blow i imprints 


evident Marks of tie Inhumanity of the Executio- 
ner: And that which adds to their Miſery is, 
that they are not allowed the leaſt / ſign of Diſcon- 
tent, or Complaint, that ſma}}, and laſt Comfort 
of the Miſerable; But muſt on the contrary, eu- 
deavour with all their Might to exert the little 
Vigour that remains, and try by their Submiſſion 
to pacifie the rage of thoſerelenthe& Tigres, whoſe 

ſtrokes are comſbonly uſnhered in, and followed by 
a volley of Oaths, and horrid Imprecations. 

No ſocner are they arrived in any Fort, but 
eit work (inſtead of being at an end) is increas'd, | 
ſeveral laborious things, previous to caſting An- 

chor being expected from them; Which in a Gal- 
ley is harder than in a Ship. And as the Comite his 
chief Skill is ſeen in dextrouſly caſting Anchor; and 
that they think blows are the Life and Soul of all 
work, nothing is heard for ſome time but Cries, 
and Lamentations; And as the poor Slaves Arms 
are buſie in the execution of his Commands, his 
are as briskly exerciſed in laſhing them. 

To ſupport their ſtrength under all theſe Hard- 
Wipe, dalia the Campaign, every Morning i 
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eigzbr of the Clock, they give each Man his pro»... - | 
portion of Bisket, of which indeed they have e- e 
nough, and pretty good; At Ten a Poringer f 
Soupe made with Oil, Peaſe, or. Beans, often rot- 
ten, and commonly muſty, I call it Soupe accord- 
ing to their uſe, though it be nothing but a litile 
hot Water with about a dozen Peaſe, or Beans 
floating on the top; And when on Duty, a Pic. 
one of Wine, (a Meaſure containing about two. - 4 
thirds of an Engliſh Pint) Morning, and Evening. Ks 
When at Anchor in any Port, all who have any 
Money are allowed to buy Meat; and the Turk 
that commands the Oar, and is not chain'd, is 
commonly the ger te by for this purpoſe, 
as alſo to ſte it dreſt in the Cook-room. But I 
have often ſeen the Captain's Cook, a brutal, paſ- 
ſionate Man, take the poor Mens Pot, under pre- 
tence that it troubled bim, and either break, or 
throw eit over-boar; Whilſt the poor Wretches 
were fainting for want of that little Refreſhmeat, 
without daring ſo much as to murmur or complain. 
This indeed is not uſual, but where the Cook hap- 
pens to be a Villain, of which ſort of Men there 
s plenty in the Gallies. SY 
I ̃. be Officers Table is well furniſh'd both for 
Plenty and Delicacy ; But this gives the Slaves only 
a a more exquiſite ſenſe of their Miſery, and ſeems to 
brave theit Poverty and Hunger. Whilſt we ſpent 
the Carnaval of 1704 in the Port of Monaco, our Of- 
cer frequently treated the Prince of that Place a- 
board the Galley; Their Entertainments were 
ſplendid, Muſick and all things that could promote 
Mirth were procured: But who can expreſs tbe 
Affliciion of thoſe poor Creatures, who had only 
a proſpect of Pleaſure, and whilſt others revelled 
at their Eaſe, Here ſinking under a load of Chains, 
* pinch'd with Hunger is their Stomachs, and no- 
ee 8 e dne 
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tthing to fu their dejected Spirits; Nay, and 
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what is worſe, they are forced to add to the P r 


und Honout to great Men who viſit their 
Officers, bur in fuch a manner as moves the Com- 

on. of all who are not ns'd to ſuch diſmal So- 
mities. When a Perfon of Quality comes on 
Board, the Comite gives twice notice with his 
Whiſtle: The firſt time they are all attentive; 


(as they call it) three times; Not with a chearful 
as in an Engliſh Man of War, but by 
howling in a pitious Toge, making a lamentable, 
complaining Outcry. F 
When the badneſs of the Weather hinders the 
Gallies from putting to Sea, ſuch as have Trades 
Work in the Galley, ſuch as have none learn. to 
Enit coarſe Stockings; Thi: Comte,” for whoſe 
ory work, gives them Yarn, and pays her 
about half the uſual Price 5 Aud this wt in Money, 
bot ſome little Vicdals, or Wine, which they are 
obliged to take our of the Ship's Celler (of which 
the Comite is the keeper) though it be generally _ 
dad, and daſh'4 with Water; For though they 
had as much Gold as they couid carry, they dutſt 
not, off pain of a Baſtinado, ſend for aay Wine - 
from the Shore. The moſt moving. ſpectacle of 
all is, to ſee the poor Souls that have no Trade; 
They clean their Comrades: Clothes, and deſtroy 
the Vermia that tor ments their Neighboors; Who 
in return gire them ſome ſmall ſhare of that ſcan - 
ty pittance they purchaſe by working. 
One may imagine that ſuch ill Treatment, Diet, 
and Infection mult needs occaſiou frequent Sick: 
geſs: In that caſe their Uſage is thus; There is in 
the Hold a cloſe dark Room, the Air being admitted 
only by the Scuttle about two Foot ſquare, which is 
be only paſſage into it.

Thoſe who are called Fauſſoniers are generally 
Poor Peaſants who are found ont to buy Salt i * 
bf 
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ſueh Provinces where it is Cheap; ſuch as is the 7 
Country of Burgundy, or the Country of Dombe, In PRI. 
France what they call a pint of Salt, weighing four : 
Pound, coſts 3 5. 6'd. and there are ſome poor Pea- 
ſants, and their whole Families, who for want of Salt 
eat no Soupe ſometimes in a whole Week, tho? it 
be their common Nouriſhment ; a Man in that 
ſtarving languiſhing Condition, Ventures to go 
abroad to buy Salt in the Provinces where it is 
three parts in four Cheaper, and if diſcovered, he is 
certainly ſent to the Gallies. Tis a very Melan-- 
choly Sight to ſee a Wife and Children lament 
their Father whom they ſee loaden with Chains, 
and. irrecovergbly Loſt, and that for no other 
Crime but endeavouring to procure Subſiſtence 
for thoſe to whom he gave Birth. Theſe indeed 
are condemned only for a time, perhaps five, 
ſix, or eight Years, . but the Misfortune is, that 
having ſerved out their Time, if they out live it,

r ſnould be ſet at Liberty, and ſent home; but in 
ſe this, as in many other Caſes, his Orders are not 
it duly put in Execution; which indeed does not 
es excuſe him, ſince a good Prince is obliged to 
m have an Eye on the Adminiſt ration of his Mini- 
g ſters and Officers. . 
a As for Deſerters, their Sentence runs during 
Jy Life; Formerly they us'd to cut off their Noſe, 
and Ears, but becauſe they ſtunck, and commonly 
ly infected the whole Crew, they only now give 
in them a little flit. Tho' theſe are inexcuſable, 
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becauſe Deſertion is upon ſeveral accounts 5 Da- 


gerdus, and Baſe; yet it moves ones Pity to fee 


young Men, who often happen to defcend from 
good Families, condemn'd to fo wretched and ſo 


miſerable a Life. 


Such who are condemned for Crimes are ge- 


nerally Felons, Shar pers, Rookes, or Highwaymen j 
and the moſt notorious Villains are leaſt daunt- 


ed, and take heart ſooneſt, They preſently ſtrike 


up a Friendſhip with thoſe of their own Gang; 
they tell over their old Rogueries, and boaſt of 
their Crimes, and the greateſt Villain paſſes for 
rhe greateſt "Hero. The Miſery- they have re- 
duc'd themfelves to, is fo far from working 
any Amendment, that it makes them more de- 
ſeperate and wicked ; laſomuch that if any Straq- 
per chances to come "Abozrd, tho? jt were but an 
nderchief, or ſome ſuch rifle, they will cer- 
tainly ſteal it if they can. Their, common Em- 
ployment is to forge Titles, to ingrave falſe Seals 
aud counterfeit Hand-writing, and theſe they ſell 
ro others as bad as themſelves, that often come 
in ſometime after to bear them Company : But 
tho? they feel no remorſe, yet they feel the 
Comite who with a Rope's. end often viſits their 
Shoulders; but then inſtead of Complaining, they 
vofnit our Oaths and Blaſphemies euough to 
make a Man's Hair ſtand an end. There was 
one, who ſhewing me the mark the Rope had 
made about his Neck, brag'd, that thongh he 
had eſcap'd the Gallows, he was not thereby 
rown a Coward ;- but that as ſoon as ever he 
10 been at Liberty, he had rob'd the firſt Per- 
ſon he met with; and that having been taken and 
brought before a Judge who knew him not, he 


had been only condemned to the Gallies, , where, 
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tain, that how terrible and hard ſoever the U- 
ſage of ſuch may be in the Gallies, yet it is too 
mild for them; for in ſpight of all the Miſery 
they endure, they are guilty of Crimes too a- 
bominable to be here related; over which we 
ſhall draw a Vail, and go on to the Proteſtants 
who are there purely becauſe they choſe rather 

to obey God than Man, and were aot willing 


to exchange their Souls for the Gain of the 


World, It is got the leaſt aggravating Circum- 
ſtance of their Miſery, to be condemned to ſach 
helliſh Company, for they who have io great a value 
for the Truth of Religion, as to prefer it to 
their worldly Intereſt, muſt be ſuppoſed to be 
indued with too much. Veitue not to be in Pain, 
and under Concern. for the open breach of its 
+ Rules, and unworthineſs of its Profeſſors, 

The Proteſtants now on the Gallies have been 
condemned thither at ſeveral! times; The firft 
were put in after the Revocatian of the Edict of 
Nants; The term prefix'd for the fatal choice 
of either abjuring their Religion, or leaving the 
Kingdom was a Fortnight, and that upon pain 
of being, condemned to the Gallies: But this Li- 
berty by many baſe Artifices and unjuſt Methods 
was rendred Uſeieſs, and of none Effect; for there 
were often ſecret Orders by the Contrivance of 
the Clergy, to prevent their Embarking, and 
- hinder the ſelling of their Subſtance; their Debt- 
ors were Abſalved by their Confeſſors when they 
deny'd a Debt; Children were forced from their 
Fathers and Mothers Arms, in hopes that the 
Tenderneſs of the Parent might prerail over the

The Laity were forbid, on pain of the Gallies, 
to leave the Kingdom on any Pretence whatſo- 
ever; But what Poſterity will ſcarce believe, 
the Proteſtants of all Sexes, Ages, and Condi- 
tions us'd to fly through Deſerts, and wild im- 
practicable ways; committing their Lives to 
the Mercy of the Seas, and runniag innumetable 
Hazards, to avoid either Idolatry or Martyrdom. 
Some eſcaped very happily in ſpight of the vi- 
gilance of the Dragoons and Bailiffs, but a great 
many fell into their Hands; whereby the Priſons 
were fill d with Confeſſors, But the ſaddeſt Specta- 
cle of all, was to ſee two hundred Men at a time 
chain'd together going to the Gallies, and above 
one hundred of that Number Proteſtants; And 


what was barbarons and unjuſt to the laſt de- 


gree was, that they were obliged, when there, 
on pain of Baſtinado, to bow before the Hoſt, 
and co hear Maſs; and yet that was the only 
Crime for which they had been condemned thi- 
ther. For ſuppoſe they were in the wrong, in 
obſtinately refuſing to change their Religion, the 
Gallies were the Puniſhment z why then were 
they repuired to do that which had been the 
cauſe of their Condemnation ?

It was wonderful to 
ſee with what true Chriſtian Patience and Conſtan- 
cy they bore their Torments ; ln the extremity of 
their Pain never expreſling any thing like Rage, 
but calling vpon Almighty God, and imploriag 
his Aſſiſtance. I viſited them day by day, and as 
often as | did, my Conſcience upbraided me for
